Uids Wanted. 


B. E. Allen, a respected citizen of 


Corona committed suicide 
Sunday 


afternoon at his residence on Fourth 
street, by shooting himself twice with 
a 32-calibre revolver. 
The first shot 


struck an inch below his left nipple 
and missed his heart. 
He then shot 


himself in the right ear, and the phy- 
sicians say that the second shot killed 
him instantly. 


PREPARED FOR DEATH 


A short time before the shooting Al- 


len sent his son Charles, a young man 
of 18, to a drug store to get a medical 
prescription filled and to purchase a 
drinking cup. 


When his son left Allen was un- 


dressed and in bed, and upon his re- 
turn he found him fully dressed, all 
but his shoes, and lying beside his 
bed in a pool of blood, dead, with the 
pistol grasped in his hand. Allen's 
untimely end was caused by brooding 
over domestic troubles and impending 
sickness. 
At the time of his deatli 


his wife was residing in Covina, work- 
ing as a dressmaker in the McBride 
block. 
Upon receipt of a telegram 


with this startling news she immedia- 
tely left for Corona. 


HIS LAST MESSAGE 


Upon a little table on a desk in the 


dead 
man's bedroom was found a 


piece of paper upon which was plainly 
written the following: "I take my life 
with my own hand. May God forgive. 
B. E. Allen." 


Deceased was insured for a consider- 


able sum in the Maccabees of Michi- 
gan in favor of his son.

The Complete Soccers of Pershing's 


Column 


Captain John J. Pershing's column 


has completely routed the Maciu Moro* 
in the island of Mindanao, killing or 
wounding a hundred of them and cap- 
turing and destroying forty forts^ Two 
Americans were wounded. 


On Tuesday the Moron retired to 


.their largest and strongest fort on the 
lake shore, ami Wednesday 
Captain 


Pershing attacked them with artillery, 
bombarding the enemy for thra« hours, 
At noon Lieutenant Loring, leading a 
squad of men, attempted to set flrn to 
the fort. 
Ho crept tinder the walls 


and started a blaze, but the Moros dis- 
covered him and forced the Americans 
to retreat. 


During the afternoon the sultan of 


Cahugalan led a sortie at the head of 
a hand of fanatics armed with krises. 
They crept, through 
the grass and 


sprang up and attacked the Americans. 
The sultan was wounded six times and 
boloed an American before he died. 
His followers were killed. 


In the darkness Wednesday night 


Captain Pershing took his batteries 
within a hundred yards of the fort, 
closed in his infanty'.lines and resumed 
the attack. 
The Moros broke through 


twice and attempted to escape by the 
beach but were discovered and many of 
them killed. 


The Moioa abandoned the tort earlv 


on Thursday, after fifteen hours.' bom- 
bardment, and the same day Captain 
Pershing destroyed the rest of the forts 
and returned to camp Vicars. 


It is believed the moral effect on the 


Moros will be great. General Davis 
has ordered that hostilities be stayed 
in order to permit the sultan of Baca- 
lod and other hostile sultans to make 
peace. The sultans of Maciu were con- 
fident of their ability to defeat the 
Americans and vowed before the fight 
to enter slavery voluntarily it they 
themselves were defeated.

Davis has sent General Simmer, 
in 


command of the American forces in 
Mindanao, a congratulatotv telegram 
on the success of Captain Pershinn, 
and the small American Iocs.

According to the annual report of the 


paymaster general 
at 
Washington, 


army expenditures decreased during 
the past year $918,819, as compared 
with the preceding year, partly owing 
to the.decrease in pay of the army and 
in part to a reduction of claims]for 
extra pay to volunteers. The total ex- 
penditures made by Paymaster General 
Bates were $52,523,745*. The paymaster 
general is an earnest advocate of the 
creation of a retirement svstein for 


government clerks based upon the de- 
duction of a small sum monthly from 
the salary of each clerk.

ing the vast sum of over 
$200,000,000,

Bandits Raid a Town 


Advices fiom Guaymas tell of a dar- 
ng raid on a ponora town which is 
supposed to be the woik of Bravo Juai: 
and his associates. The bandits held 
possession of the town for several 
lours in the middle of the night and 
he inhabitants were powerless. Ran- 
ihita is a small place near Hermosillo, 
containing a number of stores which 
upply surrounding ranche-. There is 
no branch of the bank of Sonora there, 
)ut the merchants do the banking 
jusiness for 
the 
townspeople and 


ranchers. At 1 o'clock on the night 
of September 29 a half-dozen bandits 
rode into the town and took possesison 
of the business section. Guards were 
placed outside while two of the men 
entered the stores and earned away all 
;he money and valuables which they 
could find. In one store they pried 
open an old trunk and secured nearly 
flOOO in silver which thev had a great 
leal of difficulty in packing away on 
their.horses. At another store thej 
secured a large sum in bank bills. 


The inhabitants endeavored to make 


some resistance, but the majority of 
them were so terrorized by the boldness 
which the desperadoes displayed that 
they did not attempt to prevent them 
from carrying away the plunder. Sev- 
eral shots were exchanged between the 
bandits and Mexican police : stationec 
in the town, but without effect- 
Th 


bandits raided the residence of ignacio 
Quijada, the most prominent citizen 
who dwells in the center of the towi 
and secured from him $500 in monej 
besides an equal amount in watches 
and jewelrv. During their stay 
bandits secured over JHOOO, which thev 
packed away on their hor«es. They 
made for the Sierra Madre mountains, 
the headquarters of all outlaws in hid- 
ing in Sonora. 


A company of rnrales took their trail 


the, next day but nothing had been 
heard or seen of them at last accounts. 
The leader of the band is supposed t 
be no other than the, famous outlaw 
Bravo Juan. He is known to bo hiding 
in that vicinity and although he wan 
not recognized by any of the citizens 
of the town who had ever seen him, th 
description of the man at the head of 
the bandits answers 
that of Juan. 


Tl.e raid was the most daring and the. 
most successful perpetrated in Sonora 
in recent year?. Kanchita ia surround 
ed by ranches tuid it is diflicult to con 
reive how the bandits escaped without 
a bloody light. 


WALNUT GROWING IN CALIFORNIA 


Careful Estimate 
of This Year's 


Good Crop 


The walnut crop of Southern Calif 


nia this year ia estimated by experts 
at 700 carload*. 
Of tlii* the Los Nit 


and Haiti'hito Walnut 
(irowers' Ass

45,000 sacks. The 
season has been 


exceptionally favorable and the qiinl- 
ty of the nuts is excellent. 
The price has been «et at 94 cents 


or standards and 10 cents for softsheUa 
with two cents per pound less for 
second grades. This is an advance of 
one-half cent over last year's prices 
and represents the highest yet received. 
['he whole crop bus alreadv been dip- 
losed of at the above figures and of 
course the growers are well satisfied. 


Last year th« crop of the Rivera 


association was 35,920 sacks weighin 
3,074, OH" pounds. It was Bold with equal 
facility and netted the growers |3tt5,- 
702.18. This association was started 
in 1887 with only a few membars, but 
t has grown steadily until now it 
numbers 275 bona fide walnut growers 
representing about 5000 acres of trees 
3000 of which are in bearing. 
At 


east 97 per cent of the entire acreage 
jelongs to the association. 
This asso- 


ciation sells its crop through special 
agents or brokers who receive the nuts 
at the depot and pay for them f. o. b. 
the price set by the association receiv- 
ing for their services a certain com- 
mission or brokerage. 
In this way the 


grower receives spot cash for his crop 
and as the broker puts up his own 
money in advance he is interested in 
keeping up the market price. 


The success of the Rivera association 


resulted in the formation about seven 
years ago of a similar organization at 
Fullerton and since then eicth other 
associations have been established — 
the Santa Ana Vallev, Golden Belt. 
MountainjView, San Gabriel, Saticoy, 
Santa Paula, Santa Barbara, and Ox- 
nard. These are all incorporated, and 
together constitute the Walnut Grow- 
ers' Association of Southern California 
whose affairs are managed by a board 
consisting of the diiectors of the in- 
dividual associations. 


Few new orchards are now being 


planted, as available land for the most 
part is already in use for walnuts. 
Five and six hundred dollars per acre 
is about the usual figure paid for wal- 
nut groves in 
full bearing, though 


much higher prices have been realized, 
but sales are not very frequent, owners 
being too well satisfied as a usual 
thing to sell at any figure. 


REVERT TO UNCLE SAM 


Decision of the United States Circuit 


Court 


After a struggle of a quarter of a 


century Jesse D. Carr will have to re- 
linquish the possession of 84,335 acres 
of public lands in Northern California 
and Southern Oreeon. 
The United 


States circuit court of appeals Monday 
affirmed the judgment of the circuit 
.cowi^qfc 0regon-ln*fiorof of the govern- 
ment. 


Back in the seventies Carr had pur- 


chased long strips of forty-acre tracts, 
extending for fortv or .fifty miles in 
one direction. 
Then he would buy 


strips of forty or eighty-acre claims, 
inclosing an immense square of graz- 
ing land, to the center of which he 
had no title whatever. 
Around the 


strips Carr put up his famous fence 
and kept it there until it was pulled 
down by the United States marshal oi 
Oregon. 


For manv years there have been 


fights near Cair's fence between his 
followers and outsiders, and blood has 
often been spilled. Settlers were driven 
off if they dared come near the im- 
mense tract that Carr claimed. 
Legal 


actions were first begun against him 
in the courts of California, but availed 
little, as Carr continued in possession 
of the laud. 


Doling the second administration of 


Cleveland a special inspector of the 
land department made an investiga- 
tion of Carr's holdings and reported 
that wide areas of the public lands 
woit inclosed. Carr went to Washing- 
ton in 1888. and all proceedings against 
him were dropped. 


Later District Judge Bellinger of 


Oregon ordered the fence torn down, 
and it was done. The decision of 
Bellinger was appealed to the circuit 
court of Oregon and from that court to 


\ the circuit court of appeals, which 


tribunal handed down 
its decision
